If those bi(5 wolf and coyote skin 
overeoats. such as are now beitiR 
worn to Kansas City by northwest- 
ern stockmen and farmers could 
talk, many thrilling and Interesting 
yams would be added to bunting 
lore, says the Star.

garment by making it themselves 
to the customer's order. The best 
wolf skin coats sell for fl"-" and 
none less than ftnn. The legs of 
the pelt can not be used and for a 
large eont ten skin-- are required. 
Extreme care must he taken of the 
coats in summer, however, ro keep 
the moths out »»f the fur. They ore 

heavier than any sort of an ulster 
of cloth and remain rainproof even 
after days of exposure.
